It arrived on a Friday- 3 days earlier than expect- 
ed- and our Z-Jedi immediately began turning 
wrenches. The surgery was a success and on Mon- 
day, we hit the tracks. 

We tested not only for power, but for relability and 
performance as well. Skip to Friday and we are in 
love with our Z32. 

Something about taking a classic JDM import and 
giving it the power to compete with its successor 
models makes you wonder why we ever kept go- 
ing.

Keeping a Z on the road is the goal at the end of 
the day, and we feel confident so far that even with 


all new organs, this thing won't leave us stranded. 
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This news will no doubt be a godsend for Sky- 
line enthusiasts, who are generally willing to pay big 
bucks for an original engine or specific components.
